Advices from Forest 
City state that A. M. Neely, the negro whose 
quarrel resulted in yesterday’s riot, in 
which three men were killed, was killed 
early this morning. Neely, his brother and 
father took refuge in the Advocate build- 
ing. All efforts were made to get at Neely, 
but they proved unsuccessful,as the negroes 
were well barricaded. 
This morning Acting Sheriff Izard ver- 
suaded old-man Neely and his other son to 
come out, promising them safe conduct to 
the jail and a fair trial. A. M. Neely did 
not appear. The Sheriff’s posse was not 
more than 100 yards distant with the 
two prisoners when a number of other 
members of the posse raided the Advocate 
building. Neely was discovered secreted 
under the floor, and was riddled. 

This last killing created a great deal 
more excitement, and people were afraid of 
a raid on the town by the negroes. The 
Sheriff wrote Gov. Eagle and asked that 
militia be ordered there. 

Goy. Eagle thought he could be better 
abie to judge of what was needed by being 
on the ground. So he took the first train to 
Forest City, and is now there and will re- 
main till quiet is restored.

LITTLE FLORENCE. 


An Old Sensational Case Comes to 
the Front Again. 

Little Florence Harper, whose sad 
story was first published in TR TIMES 
last July, will probably come before the 
public again during the coming week. 
The case was a peculiarly aggravated 
one, und created a great sensation at 
the time ou account of the high social 
position of the parties, so that a brief 
résumé of the facts will not be out 
of place at this time. The Harpers 
lived on Hoover street, the family 
consisting of William H. Harper, his 
wife, and the little child Florence, a 
beautiful girl aged 8 years. The — 
bors noticed that something was 
wrong about the treatment of the 
child, but refrained from making any 
inyestigation, as the Harpers were 
prominent church people and stood 
very high in the part of the city where 
they lived. Tho child, unable to 
stand the cruel treatment of her ste 
mother, finally ran away. This 
brought matters to a climax. The 
Humane Society took the matter in 
hand, and Officer Wright brought out 
the whole story. The investigation 
showed that the child had for months 
been subjected to the most horrible 
cruelties at the hands of her step- 
mother, her body being black and 
blue from the beatings she had re- 
ceived, and her back was frightfully 
lacerated where she had been beaten 
with a heavy orange-wood stick. 
The child stated that this had 
been going on for years, and an ex- 
amination showed that at some previous 
time two of her ribs had been broken, 
and at the time the poor little victim 
was suffering from a fractured collar- 
bone. Harper, who, by the way, was 
u member of one of the church choirs 
in the city, professed to be greatly out- 
raged at the manner in which his child 
had been treated, and declared that he 
knew nothing about it. He was for- 
merly in the employ of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, and had many friends 
inthe city, and every pressure was 
brought to bear to to keep him out of 
trouble. In this they were successful, 
but a complaint was sworn out against 
Mrs. Harper, charging her with cruelty 
to children, and a warrant was issued 
for her arrest. Harper, however, car- 
ried her to the depot, and managed to 
get her out of the city, since which 
time she has not been seen in-this lo- 
cality. Dr. Dorothea Lummis, on be- 
half of the Humane Society, then ap- 
plied for papers for the guardianship 
of little Florence, but Harper promised 
that, if this was not done, he would 
leave his wife, aed ave nothing more 
to do with her.

McNeil, who has for years been the 
terror of Arizona and has killed several 
officers while resisting arrest, used _to 
amuse himself at Winslow, Ariz., wen 
the overland stopped for dinner, by, 
shooting his revolver off on the plat⸗ 
form and terrorizing the ten- 
derfeet. Detective A. W. Marsh. 
of this city, who was then 
holding the same position that Mr. 
Holton now occupies, and who after- 
wards resigned to accept a position in 
this city, after which he was appointed 
on the detective force, had been wait- 
ing and watching for an opportunity to 
catch McNeil at his usual amusement 
happened to be at dinner at Winslow, 
January, 1887, when McNeil and an- 
other cowboy commenced a fusillade of 
fire arms on the depot platform. ‘The 
detective immediately left his dinner 
and reached the platform just as Me- 
Neil’s companion had partially emptied 
his revolver and was sticking it in his 
holster. The detective grabbed the revol- 
ver from the holster, and, leveling it on 
MeNeil, ordered him to throw up his 
hands. Me Neil, who is desperate, and 
who brags that he was hever 


disarmed but that once, hesitated, 


and disliking to kill a man unless 
forced to, just as MeNeil placed his 
hand on the butt of his revolver, or- 
dered him the second time to drop it 
and throw up his hands. McNeil, 
knowing the character of Marsh, who 
was known to be a dead shot, hesitated 
no longer, and threw up his hands.

When Marsh learned subsequently that 
this man was McNeil, and who was

MAGE YESTERDAY. — 


As Caleb, the Father, Gave Achsah 
a Delectable Land to Live in, So 
God Has Given Man This World, 
a Goodly Home in Which to 

Dwell. 


BROOKLYN (N. T.). May 19.—[Au- 
thorized Report for the Los ANGELES 
‘Crmes.| The Rev. T. De Witt Tal- 
mage, D. D., preached today on New 
Springs of Joy.“ The text was: Thou 
hast given me a south land; give me 
also springs of water. And he gave 
her the upper springs, and the nether 
spr ings.“— Joshua, xv, 19. 
The city of Debir was the Boston of 
antiquity—a great place for brain and 
books. Caleb wanted it, and he offered 
his daughter, Achsah, as a prize to any 
one who would capture that city. It 
was a strange thing for Caleb to do. 
and yet the man that could take the 
city would have, at any rate, two ele- 
ments of manhood—bravery and patri- 
otism. With Oaleb’s daughter as a 
prize to fight for, Gen. Othniel rode 
into the battle. The gates of Debir 
were thundered into the dust, and the 
ity of books lay at the feet of the 
conquerors.. The work done, Othniel 
comes back to claim his bride. Havin 
conquered the city, it is no great jo 
for him to conquer the girl's heart; for, 
however faint-hearted a woman her- 
self may be, she always loves courage 
in a man. I never saw an excep- 
tion to that. The wedding fes- 
tivity having gone by, Othniel 
and Achsah are about to go to their 
new home. However loudly the cym- 
bals may clash and laughter fondly ring, 
parents are always sad when a cher- 
‘ished daughter goes off to stay, and 
Achsah, the daughter of Caleb, knows 
that now is the time to ask almost any- 
thing she wants of her father.
